Applicable Statutes: 


Penal Code 407 defines an “unlawful assembly” as: “Whenever two or more persons assemble 
together to do an unlawful act, or to do a lawful act in a violent, boisterous or tumultuous 
manner, such assembly is an unlawful assembly.” “Boisterous or tumultuous manner” has been 
interpreted by the courts to mean conduct which poses a clear and present danger of imminent 
violence 

Penal Code 409 makes it a misdemeanor to remain "present at the place of any riot, rout, or 
unlawful assembly, after the same has been lawfully warned to disperse, except public officers 
and persons assisting them in attempting to disperse the same." 1 

Penal Code 416 makes it a misdemeanor "if two or more persons assemble for the purpose of 
disturbing the public peace, or committing any unlawful act, and do not disperse on being 
desired or commanded so to do by a public office. 

Penal Code 594 (a) Every person who maliciously commits any of the following acts with 
respect to any real or personal property not his or her own, in cases other than those specified by 
state law, is guilty of vandalism: 

(1) Defaces with graffiti or other inscribed material. 

(2) Damages. 

(3) Destroys. 

Penal Code 647c Obstruction of a Public Way : 

Willfully and maliciously obstructing a public way and forcing people to get of the way 
(misdemeanor). 

Contributing to the Delinquency of a Minor : 

Penal Code 272- To commit any act or Jnit the performance of any duty which causes the 
following situations to a mi nor 
(person under age 18): 

• serious non-accidental physical harm 

• inability to adequately supervise or protect a child 

• serious emotional damage 

• sexual abuse 

• the death of a child through abuse or neglect 

• the subjection a child to acts of cruelty 

• put a child at risk by abusing or neglecting a child's sibling 

• threatens, commands, persuades, or endeavors to induce any person under the age of 18 
to fail or refuse to conform to a lawful order of the juvenile court.
